" It probably w asn't too danger­ 
ous,” one officer said. "T here were 
no caps on the dynam ite but if 
the boys had ham m ered the stuff 
or hit a stick with a rock there 
m ight have been an explosion."

Salsify or oyster plant was 20 
te n ts a bunch. Apples rem ained at 
45 and 50 cents a half peck. Potatoes 
were $2.50 a bushel and 70 and 75 
cents a peck. Small onions were 15 
cents a box and Berm uda onions 
were 25 cents a box. Parsnips sold 
for 15 cents a box. 
Home butchered beef was on sale 
as was a variety of pork cuts. Beef 
roasts were 50, 60 and 75 cents a 
pound; soft ribs. 25 cents a pound; 
liver, 50 cents a pound and soup 
bones, IO cents a pound. 
Other Prices 
Sliced ham and tenderloin were 
$1 a pound. Ribs and backbones 
brought 45 cents. Scrapple and souse 
were 25 cents a pound. Jacon was 45 
cents a pound. Pig maws were 60 
cents each and liver brought 40 
cents a pound. Lard brought 15 
cents a pound. Frying and roasting 
chickens rem ained a t 55 cents a 
pound. Country ham was $1 a pound. 
O ther prices were; Cup cheese, 
25 cents a pint; butterm ilk, 15 cents 
a quart; cottage cheese 20 cents a 
pint; sweet cream, 25 cents a pint; 
eggs, 35, 40, 45 and 50 cents a dozen. 
Homemade bread was 25 cents a 
loaf; cookies, 30 cents a dozen and 
mush, 25 cents a pan. 
Pickled eggs were five cents each. 
Bread and butter pickles and chow­ 
chow were 40 cents a pint; peaches, 
40 cents a quart; crabapple jelly, 
25 cents a jar; pickled beets were 
25 cents a pint; homemade potato 
salad, 25 cents a pint; homemade 
tom ato catsup, 25 cents a bottle;

Food And Housing 
The 
Labor

attributed m ost of the January- 
February clim b to big advances in 
the cost of food and housing. 
H um phrey said the fact that a

The grower of vegetables for proc­ 
essing has the advantage of know­ 
ing the price h e will receive before 
he plants his crop. Over-production 
and other risks usually do not affect 
the price. 
Soils and clim ates are favorable 
for the growing of numerous kinds 
of canning crops in Pennsylvania. 
W hat are some of the m ajor prob­ 
lems facing the g ro w e r of canning 
crops in our state? A few of these 
are as follows: 
Major Problems 
Agricultural production generally 
has 
been

and larger farms. Specialization is

For a num ber of years, the prob­ 
lem of obtaining satisfactory labor 
to harvest the crop, has been a 
limiting factor in producing more 
vegetables for processing on many 
Pennsylvania farms. 
W eather 
conditions

create another problem facing the 
grower. New varieties, better soil 
m anagem ent 
practices and

new developments will help to over­ 
come adverse w eather conditions to 
some extent. 
Competition from other areas is 
becoming keener. 
Growers 
m ust 
keep 
up-to-date 
with the thinking and techniques 
of their com petition. The produc­ 
tion of a high yielding, high quality 
crop is a m ust. 
W hatever the problems may be. 
the progress in solving them will 
depend on the aggressiveness of the 
individual growers and on the team ­ 
work of the vegetable canner and 
the grower. This teamwork in Penn­ 
sylvania is closely knit. However, it 
should be more fully developed.

PLAN DEFENSE 
AGAINST “HUNT" 


WASHINGTON IB — The House 
Republican Policy Committee has 
pledged firm GOP opposition to 
what it describes as a “political 
witch hunt”—a 
proposed Demo- 
cratic-led probe of the nation’s fi­ 
nancial system. 
The Republican stand thus sig­ 
nals a clash next week when Dem­ 
ocrats call up for action a resolu­ 
tion which would call for such an 
inquiry. GOP leaders favor an in. 
vestigdtion by a commission along 
lines proposed by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
Rep. P a t rn a n <D-Tex>, who 
would head the probe proposed by 
the Democrats, is an outspoken 
foe of administration fiscal prac­ 
tices. 
The Policy, Committee took its 
stand in a resolution made public 
yesterday by GOP House Leader 
Martin (Mass). The Republicans 
sail the study suggested by some
